WASHINGTON, D. C., April 22. 

Tum text of the league of nations 
covenant, as revised, and portions of 
the peace treaty were received by the 
State department today to be held for 
publication on the eve of the reception 
of the German plenipotentiaries at Ver- 
sailles. 

Responding to an inquiry as to the 
character of the reported defensive alll- 
ance he has entered into with England 

nd France for the protection of France 

fiom any future attack by Germany, 
President Wilson in a message to the 
White House explained that he con- 
templates no action not in conformity 
with the fundamental principles of the 
league of nations. The alliance is said 
to be a stipulation separate from the 
peace treaty which the president will 
ask the senate to ratify also. | 

Senator Borah pronounced the pro- 
posed alliance a natural precaution on 
the part of France, indicating French 
doubts of the efficacy of the league of 
nations as a preventive of War. 

: 

Divorce totals in Illinois are more 
than four times as great as in New 
York in proportion to population, ac- 
cording to figures of the census bureau. 
There were 139 divorces per 100,000 
population in Illinois in 1916 as against 
82 per 100,000 in New York. The per- 
centage of increase has been steadily 
mounting in Illinois for each period of 
years for which statistics have been 
prepared.

Stop Suspicious Machine. 

At One Hundred and Second and

approaching in an automobile. In the 
back of the car was a lot of crates, 
apparently containing chickens: The 
thing appeared suspicious to the police- 
man. He stepped to the middle of the 
street and called on the men to halt. 

He accompanied the command by

But he was too late. 

Shot Through the Heart. 

The men paid no attention to his 
cry, but kept on driving toward him.

Suffered Great Handicaps. 


Under the greatest handicaps, and at 
unbelievable cost, the Italians have 
been struggling for unity and inde- 
pendence. The very dearness of that 
struggle has made to them most vital 
those things for which they struggled. 
To them their independence and right 
to self-government are more dear than 
life itself. Can they now permit a 
large number of their countrymen to be 
deprived of that right? Does any one 
dispute that Fiume is overwhelmingly 
Italian in population, and that prac- 
tically all of its culture, trade, and 
commerce are Italian? By what prin- 
ciple, then, shall Fiume be forced to 
submit to the rule of Jugo-Slavia? 


Repelled Austrians. 
What other country, in proportion to 
size and resources, has made her sdac- 
rifices or endured Italy’s losses? How 
many hundreds of thousands .of her 
noblest sons fell in that valiant de- 
fense of the Piave? Even Gen. Foch, 
when he arrived at the Piave with 
two divisions of French and two divis- 


Italjans, counseled that the Piave be 
abandoned and a general retreat made. 
But the Italian leaders well knew that 
this meant the surrender of a large 
portion of their counrty to the invader 
and the consequent freeing of several 


France when the Americans had not 
yet arrived. For days they valiantly 
repelled the Austrian and German on- 
slaught and finally stopped it. 
“During all that terrible struggle 
and heartbreaking sacrifice Italy has 
never uttered a word of complaint. 
She is not now complaining or protest- 
ing against full rights to Jugo-Slavia 
to such territory as is inhabited by 
Jugo-Slavs. But she does most earn- 
estly insist that the allied powers shall 
adhere to exactly those principles for 
which they have always stood and for 
which all have sacrificed so much. 
All of us fought for the principle of 
self-determination. If Italy did not 
fight for the right of all peoples to 
govern themselves, what did she fight 
for? That is the right which Italy 
now demands for the overwhelmingly 
Italian populations of Fiume and Dal- 
matia.

Tens of thousands of JugoSlavs in

BERLIN, April 20.—At the outbreak 
of the world war, for which neither the 
German people nor the reichstag were 
responsible, but only the stupidity of

of our enemies our people should re- 
ceive condign punishment. 
As a logical conclusion our enemies, 
particularly France, are demanding 
safeguards against a future breach of 
the peace, notwithstanding the fact our 
new democratic form of government is 
in itself'a safeguard against future 
wars brewed by secret diplomacy and 
trresponsible cabinets. Our epponents 
forget any other safeguards are bound 
to create a new casus belli. 
Any peace treaty founced on force 
alone and resulting in the loss of inde- 
pendence and territory which may form 
an integral part of the beaten nation 
must needs call for a further measure 
ef force wherewith to uphold such 
peace.

ONDON, April %.—([Correspond-

“I expected my sentence, but I 

am glad to die for my country. 

In the sight of eternity, I know now it 

is not enough to love only your own 

country. You must love all and not 
hate any.” 

Those were among the last words of 

Edith Cavell, the British nurse who 


|was executed by the Germans in Bel- 


gium. The churchman to whom they 


were spoken, the Rev. H. 8S. T. Gahan, 


has just returned to England from 
Brussels, where, with his wife, he re- 
mained throughout the war. 

Aided by a German Protestant mili- 
tary chaplain, Mr. Gahan received per- 
mision, he says, to see Miss Cavell in 
prison on the night before the death 
sentence was executed. 

“With the chaplain,” Mr. Gahan said, 
“I went to the cell door and it opened 
and Miss Cavell stood in the doorway. 
I had gone prepared for a trying scene. 
looking as 
calmly sweet as any one could look. 
She was unchanged except that she 
appeared better for the enforced rest 
in prison. The warder withdrew and 
we were not interrupted. 

“I remember practically all she said. 
She was thankful for the quiet time, as 
her life’ had been such a burden and 
rush in many respects. She was not 
sorry to go, for her life had contained 
so much trial that she was weary be- 
yond endurance. ‘They have treated 
me very kindly here,’ she said.” 
“Then I felt,” the minister continued, 
“that I must not stay much“longer, for 
I had been thére an hour. I stood up 
and said, ‘Good-by,’ and we avere fare 
to face.

SEEING THE LEAGUE FIRST. 

Developments in Paris indicate rather strongly 
that, of the’ various nations involved, at least two— 
omitting here the obvious mention of Britain’s navy 
and France’s army—two, that is to say Japan and 
Italy, “saw the league of nations first.” 

Already we have had thrust before us the possi- 
bility of intraleague hostilities between Jugo-Slavia 
and Italy. Should the contention over Fiume de- 
velop into war and, for example, the defeat of the 
Slavs, where next does the cry of irredenta lead us? 

Italy takes comfort out of the London agreement; 
a pré-war agreement, of course. But no less com- 
fort is being taken by Japan out of a gimilar en- 


agement relating to Shantung peninsula and the 


Chinese districts formerly held by Germany. 

In both of these instances the claimants want 
what they want in spite of any idealistic project to 
the contrary. They are idealists up to the point 
where it begins to pinch the And so are we all; 
because when the league began to pinch the Mon- 
roe doctrine, we cried out in alarm, and a very. 
proper alarm it was. 

Perhaps Italy didn’t see the league coming; Japan 
did. For in February, 1917, when the prospect of 
American entrance into the war became apparent, 
Viscount Ishii with enviable alacrity took his pen 
in hand and claimed the Pacific islands and Shan- 
tung; to this Britain agreed. 

What had this to do with the league of nations? 
Nothing at all, save that China could not be kept} 
out of it any longer, and China, as a member of the 
league, would inevitably protect its sovereignty at 
least; there was no idea of new territory in the 
Chinese mind. Japan knew that with Chinese 
sovereignty protected there would be small chance 


of annexing Shantung. So, before there was any 


talk of the peace conference which must surely 
come, Ishii hung up the motto “ Do it now.” 

We come to the old saw of the chain and 
its weakest link. The league will be no stronger 
than the desire of its members to make it strong.

ORGANIZING THE COUNCIL. 

From Florida dispatches we learn that the or- 

ganizing committee of the Chicago .city council 
has decided not to replace the men who have pre- 
viously held the chairmanships of important com- 
tmittees. These men have had long experience in 
eommittee work, and for the most part they rep- 
resent the ablegt material in the council. 
_ We can imagine that if for partisan or corrupt 
purposes they were removed whatever good name 
the city council has attained would be seriously 
imperiled. It may be urged that new councilmen 
might infuse more vigor into committee proceed- 
tings, but we think that whatever might be gained 
on that score would be more than offset by the 
mistakes and confusion that grow out of inex- 
perience. The new aldermen have a better oppor- 
tunity to make their influence felt as committee 
members than as chairmen. 

The council committees will have many oppor- 
tunities to serve Chicago in the next few months 
and these chairmen who are to be reappointed 
can make splendid reputations for themselves. 


THEFTS ON THE RAILROADS. 

A number of criticisms have come to THP 

TRIBUNE of the theft of goods in transit, both in 
freight and express, and further complaints that 
the railroad administration and express companies 
do not pay the damages or even answer the. corre- 
spondence concerning them. ; 
Tee wishes to hear from its readers 
whether this condition is widespread.

PROTECTING WOMEN WORKERS. 
A special commission appointed by Gov. Lowden 
interviewed a number of physicians with respect 


to working hours for women. The majority was 


of the opinion that the eight hour day ought to 
be the normal standard. They heli that a longer 
day tended to increase accidents and was usually 
harmful to a woman’s health. 

Many manufacturers in this state have already 
established the eight hour day for women. A large 
percentage report that production has not been 
diminished through this change, and some of them 
frankly state that they get better results out of the 
new system than the old. 

Nevertheless there are certain employers’ organ- 
izations which are fighting the proposed bill to 
establish eight hours as the working day for 
women. Back of their opposition seems to be a 
fear that if the legislature establishes this prece- 
dent the eight hour law will be extended to include 
men as well as women. 

But the case of women in industry ought to be 
regarded in a different light from that of men. 
The man can work longer than eight hours without 
suffering any material injury, while the health of a 
woman who did the same amount of work might be 
seriously impaired. Even among barbarous races 


. the women were not required to perform the most 


dangerous and arduous tasks. 
The present Illinoie law permits a seventy hour 
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ward in this respect of all states that have estab- 
lished a working day. From all the evidence it 


| would seem that Illinois should no longer tolerate 


a ten hour day for women. 


CONSTABULARY FOR ILLINOIS. 

In the report of the Pennsylvania state police 
for 1918 it is s 
were made and t 91.4 per cent of these arrests 
led to conviction. This is a gauge of what may be 
expected from an efficient state police force in 
Illinois. 

Thoughtful citizens will perceive in the constab- 
ulary bill proposed by Senator Dunlap a real relief 
for the farniers and the residents im small towns 
and cities. It is not suggested that all the 10,000 
arrests made by the state police in Pennsylvania 
would not have been made had there been no such 
state police. But it is fair to assume that a large 
percentage of these arrests represents crimes com- 


gone unpunished for lack of a detecting agency. 
The state policemen not only are detectors of 
crime, but the mere fact of their presence and 


‘lactivity is a deterrent to a large class of miscre- 


ants. The number of hoodlums would instantly de- 
crease when it becomes known that the village or 
township constable is reinforced by a power that 
is not subject to local influences. Robberies in 
small communities {instead of being of daily occur- 
rence and increasing violence would not be pros- 
perous undertakings with the state roads guarded 
and systems of communication established whereby 
officers everywhere would: be on the lookout for 
escaping automobile bandits. 

The larger cities are well equipped with police- 
men who are compelled to pass qualifying exam- 
inations and show their fitness. This is not so in 
smaller communities, where there is no qualifica- 
tion for the post of town marshal or of township 
constable. Nor is this a reflection upon the mar- 
shals and constables. It is only a suggestion that 
men who, in many cases, are required to carry on 
their own affairs and who must attend to official 
duties between times cannot be expected to deliver 


police service. 


The state police stand at all times ready to pre- 
serve order and lend assistance in these smaller 
communities. Farmers are fortified in the knowl- 
edge that officers are within call at all times. 
Women in the country need no longer be exposed 
to wandering ruffians. There will be protection 
against the occasional speeding automobilist. 
Those who have an idea that the constabulary 
is an expensive institution should reflect that the 
whole police force will not comprise more than 300 
men’ and officers. Fewer than this number has 
been sufficient in Pennsylvania; and in Texas half 
that number of rangers has kept the once turbulent 
border in a peaceful state. 


THE COLUMBUS CARAVELS. 
For most people of Chicago the Columbus cara-' 
vels in Jackson park have acquired an unusual 
sentimental and historic value. It is not only that 
they recall the momentous voyage of Christopher 
Columbus and vividly suggest the hazards he had 
to face but they also bring to mind that great 
event in Chicago history, the World’s Colymbian 
exposition. They have a further interest in the 
fact that they were presented to the south park 
commissioners by the late Harlow N,. Higinbotham 
in behalf of the directors of the exposition. 
At the present time only the Santa Maria is 
intact. The Nina has been torn to pieces and 
the Pinta is burned to the water’s edge. Just 
befare he died Mr. Higinbotham wrote to the south 
park commissioners reminding them of their prom- 
ise to keep the boats in separ. But the commis-

in repair. 


REMODELED HOUSES. 

The real estate columns state that the lack of 
new construction is creating an activity in the pur- 
chase and remodeling of old homes. This is mat- 
ter for general satisfaction. Many splendid. resi- 
dences in all parts of the city have fallen into un- 
occupancy owing to the constant migration into 
new buildings and new subdivisions. Thus one of 
the elements which has given other cities pictur- 
esque character was lost to Chicago. The pleasure 
of old associations has been missing in our resi- 
dence districts. The temporary suspension of build- 
ing operations will bring it to us. 

The old buildings reoccupied will be remodeled, 
and endless opportunity for individual taste will be 
furnished to the housewives. Workmen who would 
have suffered from a suspension of building opera- 
tions on a large scale will find employment. Real 
estate values pill be stabilized and reinforced while 
Chicago develops quiet residence streets near to 
the heart of industry, such as characterize cities of 
the old world. The city will pull itself together, 
and when in the near futur@ building operations 
recommence with redoubled energy we will have a 
better, solider, and stronger city.

The ma- 
chinery contemplates self-determination and seif- 
government. But, because they all live in the country 
or hope to; or because they are so engrossed in other 
affairs ; or because the cities have become so huge and 
offer so many distractions that the average citizen is 
unable to visualize them as any concern whatever of 
his—their political direction mostly goes by default. 


the average citizen is startled for the moment by dis- 
covering that a primary election was held yesterday 
at which the active members of the Thomas Jefferson 
Marching club of the Fourteenth ward nominated a 
person named Smith for mayor, and Local Lodge No. 
6 of the True Hamiltonians nominated a person 
named Jones. Whereupon the average citizen, who 
never heard of Smith and despises Jones, swells with 
indignation and perhaps even rushes off to register. 
Occasionally he reaches that extreme point of exas- 
peration where he writes a letter to the editor of his 
favorite newspaper. But there the matter really ends. 

These cities contain many millions of worthy in- 
habitants who are as much entitled to a government 
they can respect as the dusky inhabitants of the Cam- 
erogns are.

Nor is Chicago alone among American 
cities in this particular. There are a 
dozen that are almost as free from ty- 
phoid as was the army in 1917-'18. The 
honor roll is as follows: © 

Chicago, 1.4; Lowell, 1.8; Rochester, 
1.9; Paterson, 2.1; Seattle, 2.3; Boston, 
2.5; Cambridge, 2.7; Los Angeles, 2.8; 
Philadelphia, 3; Newark, 3.6; St. Paul, 
3.5; Springfield, Mass., 3.6; Camden, 
N. J., 3.6; New York City, 3.7; Bridge- 
port, Conn., 3.9; Cincinnati, 4.1; Jersey 
City, 4.1; Providence, 4.5; San Francis- 
co, 4.6; Worcester, 4.6; Oakland, 4.7; 
Cleveland, 4.7. 

The Journal of the American Medical 
Association, which yearly tabulates the 
typhoidtrates of American cities and is- 
sues a report thereon, divides the cities 
into four grades. The list above com- 
prises those cities with a rate below 5. 

In the second rank, embracing cities 
with rates between 5 and 9.9, inclusive, 
twenty-two cities are found. Omaha 
leads this group with 5. Toledo brings 
up the rear with 9.9, and in between are 
such rates as: Portland, Ore., 5.6; Mil- 
waukee, 6.2; Dayton, 6.9; St. Louis, 7.2; 
Minneapolis, 7.6; be 9.8. 


Five years ade the rate 5 te 10 group 
was an honor group and only two or 
three cities excelled that rate. 

In the third group rates, 10 to 19, ‘De- 
troit leads the eleven cities with 10 
the rear 
with 14.9. 

‘When I went into the Chicago health 
department twelve years ago this month 
a city with a typhoid rate below 15 was 
regarded as in the honor class, and Chi- 
cago boasted of its low rate of 18.2. 

In the fourth group—20 and over—there 
are but five cities, and ell of those are 
southern. 

The factors which have operated to con- 
trol typhoid are: Protection of the wa- 
ter supply, chlorination, sewage disposal, 
abatement of yard privies, pasteurization 
of milk, other milk orfinances, vaccina- 
tion, and fly control. 

The Journal commends New York for 
its thorough investigation and report on 
the causes of typhoid. In the third quar- 
ter of the year in New York 135 cases 
of typhoid fever were infected outside 
the city, 83 were infected by nursing or 
other contact with cases, and 23 were in- 
fected by milk. Isuspect the same meth- 
ods are employed fn other cities.

Chicago, April 22.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une.]—After reading the account of the 
speeches delivered at the banquet of the 
Chicago Italian chamber of commerce I 


am impelled to utter such protest as may 
properly come from one who professes 
some pride in America and American in- 
stitutions. 
My first impulse was that of deep and 
violent resentment against men who are 
capable of profaning the hospitality of 
so amiable and generotis a host as Amer- 
ica. I could not refrain from some as- 
perity upon reading, ‘“ We will keep 
Fiume ail we shall have the security of 
the Adriatic coast, regardless of what 
the peace conference does,” from the lips 
of no less responsible a personage than 
Count Giulio Bolognesi. I viewed with 
amazement the words of Lieut. Bruno 
Rosselli and of Stephen Malato that 
Italy won the world war and that Italy 
was ready to fight the world if neces- 
sary. 

I say my first emotions were of anger,

Bargains? Yes, of course the women 
gtilt like ‘em.

F. D. Corley, merchandise manager 
for Marshall Field & Co., says he 
doesn’t think the bargain hunters will 
the government any. 

“Business is good at present,” he 
‘paid yesterday, “and it is particularly 
good in those lines of goods which are 
to be affected by the luxury tax. But 
that is natural with the coming of 
spring, and I do not believe it indi- 
gates a wish to avoid the tax. . 

Tax Won't Be Burden. | 

“As a matter of fact, the tax is so 
gmail that, while in the aggregate it 
will mean much to the government, it 
will not burden the individual very 
heavily. For example, a hat which 
costs $15.50 will bear a tax of 10 per 
‘eent on the 50 cents, $15 being the 
dead line for untaxable millinery. That 
will make the hat come to only 5 
cents more than before the tax was 
imposed. A woman who can afford a 
$15.50 hat will not hesitate over an 
added 5 cents.” 


D. F. Kelly of Mandel Brothers takes 
_ the opposite view and believes many 


women will hasten to do their shopping 


early. 


“It is too early to tell definitely,” 
he said. “The lists of taxable articles 
have just been made public, but I be 
lieve women will begin to buy their 
fine silk hosiery and other of the more 
expensive goods in bigger quantities 
from now to May 1.” 

Plan to List Two Prices. 

Elmer Stevens of Charles Stevens & 
Bros., which deals exclusively in wom- 
en's wearing apparel, said he thought 
the tax was too small for any one to 
bother about except the department 
store head who had to figure it up and 
ticket his goods accordingly.

Jobless in Federal 
Agriculture Plans. 


~With jobs for returning soldiers be- 
coming scarcer and scarcer day by day 
a definite effort to interest men dis- 
charged from service in the possi- 
bilities of agriculture as a life occu- 
pation will be begun soon by the. 
bureau for returning soldiers, sailors, 
and. marines, 120 West Adams street, 
under the directon of Marshall 
Field III. 

Efforts will first be made to learn 
the general attitude toward the mat: | 
ter of men applying at the bureau for 
work. If it is concluded that it is 
possible to interest them in it, it is 
planned to secure the services of an 
agricultural expert to urge the ad- 
vantages of farm life on mem deemed 
fitted for the work. | 7 

Mr. Field expects to obtain the plans 
of the department of the interior for the 
development of swamp and stump lands 
by returned soldiers within the next 
few days, and as soon as he has definite 
knowledge of these plans, to get in 
touch with Dean Davenport of the ag- 
ricultural college of the University of 
Illinois and ascertain how men can 
be placed by the bureau. 


Hears of Many Vacancies. 


He has been advised that the univer- 
sity can place up to 1,200 or 1,500 men 
on Illinois farms at once. ‘ 

“A few months’ work on a farm 
will give the men a working knowl- 
edge of agriculture which will be in- 
valuable to them under the plans of 
the interior department, as I under- 
stand them,” he said in his office at 
the bureau. “The department has, I 
believe, almost ulimited land which 
it proposes to clear by soldier labor. 
Then, when the land is cleared, it is 
to be opened to settlement and the 
land which a man has cleared h y 
obtain title to himself by working it 
for a period of years. The government 
will pay him wages for clearing the 
land which later is to become his 
own, I understand. —

| ANEW HAMLET 


BY PERCY HAMMOND. 


Walter Hampden’s essay in “ Ham- 

let” began, we are told, as a dilettante 
by-product of his engagement in a 
farce in New York... From a modest 
side-line exhibited in the mornings be- 
fore the Broadway cognoscenti, it de- 
veloped commercially, aided by appre- 
clative journalists, until it became 
more important than the base from 
Hence the provincial 
tour, of which the season at the 
Princess is a stopping point. 
Actors are more renowned in New 
York than elsewhere in America; they 
live there and their vocation is a 
greater and more essential part of the 
daily life than it is in the suburban 
centers. Interest in Walter Hampden 
as Hamlet therefore in New York was 
as much inspired by Mr. Hampden as 
by the combination, and more than by 
che play. The audiences at the Princess 
are drawn thither only by “Hamlet.” 
Mr. Hampden means nothing in their 
lives, and so the attendance is dis- 
couraging. 


+ Those who do attend, however, see 


a new and refreshing Dane. _ All of 
them, of course, are committed to 
their favorite actor in the r6le, and 
on their memories they found their 
judgment of Mr. Hampden’s interpre- 
tation. They recall Mr. Mantell’s 
pentrametric and bovine elocution—as 
accurate and as lifeless as a metro- 
nome—the drum major of the Ham- 
lets. Or Mr. Sothern’s bored and pa- 
tronizing prince, wishing that the show 


go home. Mr. Benson’s ludicrous in- 
eptitudes were admired by many, and 
Walker Whiteside spread an inky man- 
tle of declamatory gloom from Butte 
to Omaha. For dignity of imper- 
sonation, music of utterance, under- 
standing of philosophy and projection

4s as modern as Guy Bates Post used 


to be. When he repeats the soliloquy 
he is as dreamy as Maeterlinck. Many 
of the sacred passages are delivered 
extemporaneously as if they were his 
and his only and not the priceless 
posession of all time.
